Hotels -- Vital asset in any community : 


The importance of the hotel industry, an importance 
which often was not recognized until disaster, such as fire, 
hit a community, was emphasized by Hon. Clarence M. Fines 
when he spoke to the annual meeting recently of the Hotels 


Association of Saskatchewan. 


Mr. Fines, who is provincial 


treasurer and responsible for the administration of the Liquor 
Act, has been closely associated with the hotel industry for 
the last 15 years and has an intimate knowledge of the | many of our civic and club func- 
intrinsic value of the hotel industry. | 


Pointing out that in the last 
few months fire had destroyed ho- 
tels in several localities, Mr, Fines 
said that at some of these points | 
the rebuilding of the hotels had | 
been dictated by public opinion 
which realized that to progress | 
and be a live community it was 
necessary to have a first class ho- 
tel operating in that community. 
He said that at some points hotels 
had been rebuilt “simply because 
the people of the community in- 
sisted upon it’, At 14 other points | 
hotels which had burned down had | 
not been replaced, notwithstand- 
ing that cilizens in those centres} 
had endeavored to get someone in- | 
terested in putting up a building. 
The citizens fully recognized the 
immediate importance of a hotel 
to any community, but those with | 
money were not anxious to build | 


a hotel in view of high construc- | 
tion costs and uncertain returns 
from their investment. 

Mr. Fines, who has a _  “9na- 
tional reputation as an outstand- 
ing finance minister, said: ‘It 
would be questionable if any kind | 
of a return on the investment 
could be made on new hotel con- 
struction in some communities, but 
once again I would like to point 
out that where new hotels have 
been constructed it has been be- 
cause of the insistence of the peo- 
ple of the community”. 

Mr, Fines then emphasized, “4 
believe they are the ones who ap-. 
preciate so much the value of a 
hotel to a community”, 

The convention marked the six- 
teenth occasion Mr, Fines had ad- 
dressed the hotelmen since he be- 
came provincial treasurer, In that 
period he has often taken the op- 
portunity to take the hotelmen to 
task for what he considered in- 
adequacies in hotel operation, On 
occasion he has praised the indus- 
try, and because of his wide 
knowledge of the industry and its

operations his remarks at the re- 
cent convention were considered a 
great tribute to the hotel industry 
of Saskatchewan, 

Said Mr, Fines at another part 
of his address: “I consider that 
90 percent of the hotelmen are 
doing their best to live up to the 
Liquor Act”, an opinion which was 
endorsed by George G. Grant, 
president of the Hotels Association 
of Saskatchewan and managing 
director, Mr, Grant took the view 


that much of the criticism of beer | 


parlor operation could be assessed 
directly to the old act which pre- 
vented decent operation of the 


| parlors, 


It was also interesting to note 
that the Regina chief of police told 
the convention that in his opinion 
increased liquor outlets would in- 
evitably result in better temper- 
ance conditions.

should be noted that he time after 


time spoke of the value of hotels 
in smaller communities. “I think 
you people are in a very great in-

and to foster tourism. The hotels | 
provide the headquarters where | 


|tions take place and, of course, 
they provide employment for local 
residents, I sometimes think we 
don't appreciate the importance of 
the hotels, All too often it takes a 
disaster before the hotels are real- 
ly appreciated.” 

A good hotel, said Mr. Fines, 
}was a source of pride to a com- 
munity. It was the hub about 
which much of communuity en- 
deavor revolved and the disappear- 
ance of hotels in some centres was 
clearly reflected by steadily de- 
| creasing importance of that com- 
| munity and by loss of trade. 
| <A well-run hotel was an asset 
lof real importance in any town 
or village. Its value, said Mr. 
Fines, could not be over-estimated.
